having the Honour to be with her Ladyſhip, 
under the Care and Tuition of Father Lewig 
Sabran, a famous Jeſuit, a Chaplain and Prea-

cher to King James, as alſo Confeſſor to my 
Lord Powis, &c. and ſince Chaplain and Tutor 
to the Pretender, I being, I ſay, with this no- 
ble Fanfily at Powis Caſtle in Montgomeryſbire 
at the latter End of May, or the Beginning of 


» Funie 1688, waited on my Lady Powis, who 


went on the Road near Feft-Cbefter, to viſit the 
Counteſs of Tryconel : As the was travelling for 
London, with her Daughters, and two Gentle« 
women big with Child, of which one was Mrs 
Mary Grey, who was brought over from Dublin 
with my Lady Tryconel, in the Monmouth Lacht, 
Capt. right being then Commander. This 
was the firſt Time I ever ſaw Mrs, Grey, I 
din'd at the ſame Table with her and others; 
and a few Days after, I heard my Lady Powts 
tell her Daughters, that ſhe had Advice of one 
of the Gentlewomen's (that was with my Lady 
Tryconel) being brought to Bed at St. Alban s; foon 
after which, my Lady Powis ſet out for Loudon, 
and had Lodgings appointed by the King for 
her at St. Fames's Palace, near the Queen's; 
and thoſe deſign'd for the Child, when born: 
To which ſaid Lodgings, her Ladyſhip, and a 
few Servants, my felt being of that Number, 
repair'd in great Haſte one Saturday in the Even- 
ing, being the 9th Day of June, and the Eve of 
Trimty-Sunday. = 
And there being no ſmall Chamber belonging 
to my Lady Poris s Lodgings in the narrow Gal- 
lery, which had a ſmall Pair of Stairs that went 
up tothem, juſt by the Door of my Lady Strick- 
land s, the Deputy-Governeſs's Appart ment, and 
very near to the ſhort back Paſſage that leads to 
the Queen's neceſſary Room and Bed- Chamber, 
I obſerv'd my Lady Pois, my Lady Strickland, 
Mrs.

Mrs. Fill, the Midwife, Mrs. De Laboddy, 
one of the Queen's Dreſlers, and a few more 
Women, to go frequently that Night, (but more 
often on Sunday Morning) in and out of thoſe 
Chambers, and as frequently into the Queen's. 
Her Majeſty having come privately from ¶ hite- 
ball on Saturday at tour a-Clock, (as ſoon as Mrs. 
Grey was in Labour) to St. James s, where ſhe 
on a ſudden, altho'- no Proviſion was ready for 
her Majeſty's Reception, was of a ſudden taken, 
as the Ladies give out, ſo ill, that they believ'd 
ſhe would foon be in Labour; which Expecta- 
tion continu'd amongſt them as a [Thing un- 
certain, until Sunday Morning nine a-Clock, 
when Mrs. Grey was deliver'd of a Song which 
was carry d in the Condition it firſt came into 
the World, wrapt in the Linnen, convey d 
to the Royal-Bed for the Queen's Ufe; I was 
my ſelf in the Neceſlary-Room, and, by my 
Lady's Order, held ſame Linnen to the Fire 
to warm, which I obſery'd was never us'd then; 
And at ten a- Clock it was detlar'd, that her 
Majeſty was deliver d of a Prince: And the 
ſame Day, after I had been at Lyme · Street Cha- 
pel, to hear Father Sabran preach in the Aﬀer- 
noon, at our coming back to St. Fames's, he 
took me into thoſe private Chambers, (which 
were ſaid to be his Lodgings) but there I ſaw. 
a Gentlewoman lying in Bed, but ſaw noChild, 
nor heard any. I confeſs, I did not then go ſo 
near as to know her again; however, I was char 
ged to take no Notice of any Woman's being 
there; but going frequently to carry her Neceſſa- 
ries, and ſometimes to fit and chat with her, 
I remember'd that ſhe was one of thoſe Women 
that I ſaw on the Road big with Child, with

Night I bad the Honour to attend the Queen, 
the Pre-Prince, ' and my Lady Powis, tc. in 
their private Voyage to France. From whence, 
after three Days ſtaying there, the Queen ſent 
me back to Englayd with Letters to King amm, 
upon the News oi his being ſtopt at or near 
Feverſham ;; and at my Arrival, I overtaok:his 
Majeſty at Nocheſer, in his Way for London. I 
deliver d my Diſpatches, and receiv'd his Ma- 
jeſty's Commands to attend bim to #hite-

I had many  Deviees for ſecuring 
my Papers, by conveying them ſome in the 
Pipes of Keys, others ſerw'd inſtead of the 
Moulds of my Buttons; and being work'd 
over witigitl or Silver, — 2 
deliver'd them fafely, according to my Orders: 
But of the Particulars of theſe Matters, and of 
all my Voyages and Jourheys; I have given 
a full Account in the Adventures of my Life, 
and ſhall omit every Repetition, but what 
is abſolutely. neceſſary to give my Reader a 
true Idea of the ſubſequent Relation, after ha- 
ving thus faithfully and induſtriouſly ſerv d 
\King James, his Queen, c. It was my For- 
tune, being in London about Michaelmas 1689, 
to fall into the Hands of my Proteſtant Relati- 
ons, who firſt ſeiz d me, altho* very privately, 
and carry d me to one of King illiam's Mini-

Crone apprehended and talen, which was, by 
my*Endeavours, done, to the great Advantage 
6f*the King and Nation, and much to the Ho- 
hour and Satisfaction of my Lord Shiiap/bury, 
with whom Major Core had acted very baſoby, 
as well as by his higheſt arid fouleſt Dreuſons 
againſt the State This Cane, a ſolemn 
Tryal, perhaps as ever was in the Old- Baily, 
was convicted and condemn'd in ume 1690, 
And thus much I may modeſtly ſay of my 
Services, that King Miiliam, two Days after I 
made my laſt Return from Fraxce, and Diſco- 
very to him, went to the Houſe of Lords, and 
told his Parliament, that he was well acquaint- 
ed with the Deſigns of his Enemies. And ac- 
— — the Advantages I put into his Ma- 
jeſty's Hands, all the Attempts of France, which 
were greater than ever, as well as the Deſigns 
at Home, were happily prevented, and the 


French found no Encouragement to land, al- 


tho there was no Engliſþ nor Dutch Fleet left 
to hinder them; and by Means of my Diſco-

ho bad undertaken to ſhoot bim near his 
Camp in Flanders; which was thus, biz. I no 
footer” had receiv d my Letter from my afore- 
ſaid Correſpondent; hut I inſtantly ſhew d it to 
the King. His Majeſty told me he had ſome 
Notice of 'a Deſign againſt him, that was given 


him by the Duke of irtemberg, of his Life be- 


ing in Dauger; and that the French ſeem'd very 
ſure of ' ſome great Advantage at that Time; 
but my Letter that was ſent me, was fo 
particular, as to diſcover how to take Granvile; 
which, by the King's Directions, was accord- 
ingly done that Day in r* Camp; 
and the ſaid Gmenvile being try'd, was found 
Guilty, and ſuffer'd Death, as a juſt Reward 
of his vile Attempt to murder a Prince in cold 
Blood. However,  Grawvile did confeſs the 
Fact, and by whoſe Inducement he was pre- 
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Some other Services I did the King, and al- 
ways wiſh'd.,I might do him more; but nom 
I muſt come to my; unwilling. Taſk, and tell 
you, Reader, how I came unden / Cenſure of 
Parliament; and was at once undene, as tho I 
had never ferv d at all; which is my third Propo- 
ſition, andtl will be 8 brief as J can, it be-. 
ing a Subject I cannot delight in, neither to 
expoſe others, or my iſelf but to both, I will 
be, by God's Aſſiſtance, molt. impartial.

And for this Purpoſe, Crone 
had twenty four Reprieves, and at laſt: did de: 
liver, upon Oath, a, formal large Confeſſion. 
Upon, which he was let out of Newgate! for his 
Health ſake, and either he was forcd away 
into France, or went voluntarily; altho' the 
latter is nioſt to be imagind, by Reaſon, of 
his kind Reception there, and his heing to this 
Day in a conſiderable Station. However, the 
Parliament (the Houſe! of Commons; I mean) 
addreſs'd the King to cauſe the Lord Preſton's 
and Mr. Groe's Confeſſions to be laid before 
them; and Crone, upon his Tryal, own'd my 
Evidence againſt him, to be all true, and in his 
Confeſſion ſwore the ſame.

I had im- 
erf theſß s Arch-biſhop Tillotſon, my Lord 
ydney, and others, and laid them before the 
Queen, and had Leave to encourage Dalleval 
and Hayes to proceed; but upon their hearing 
what the Houſe of Commons was upon, (enqui- 
ring into Plots) they writ to me afreſh, and 
bid me confidently affare 'the Houſe of Com- 
mons, (before whom I'was then to be examin'd) 
that I could produce two unqueſtionable Gen- 
tlemen, 'who would diſcover and prove more 
than I had done. I unhappily did not diſcern 
the Bait, nor truly weigh what the Conſequence 
of laying this Matter, and giving ſuch Aſſu- 
rance before the Houſe of Commons, might 
prove; my Zeal was to ſecure the King and 
Government, and put an End to all Plots and 
Contrivances againſt the publick Good of theſe 
Kingdoms; and accordingly, as Dalleval and 
Hayes deſir d, I not only acquaints the Houſe, 
that T would produce ſuch Evidence as ſoon as 
I might fend the King's Licenſe to them in 
Flanders, for their coming ſafely over; but be- 
ing urg'd to it by the Speaker, Sir John Trever, 
Sir Edward Seymour, Sir Chriſtopher Muſgrave, 
and many more, I raſhly engag'd to produce 
them. In the mean while, all Men muſt own,

that they were ready to attend when order d. 
I did accordingly, and the Houſe expected them 
the Monday following, but they fail d to appear, 
altho* they were ſeen in the Lobby not half 
an Hour before t 
next Day the Houſe enquir d for them again, 
as alſo on Wedneſday, but they were fied ; and 
then the Houſe, upon the Motion of certain 
Gentlemen, and I being dangerouſly ſick, and 
not able to appear to acquaint them, and to 
prove the Truth, voted me an Impoſtor, c. 
upon the laſt Day of the Seſſions. This gave 
me great Trouble and Diſgrace; and the Com- 
mittee of the Houſe having ſeiz d my. Papers, 
amongſt them, found what Account I had writ 
concerning Mrs, Mary Grey, and my Reaſons 
for ſuſpecting her to be the real Mother of 
the pretended Prince of Wales. Upon which, 
ſome.
